have made a ghastly mistake. Expect- 

ing to encounter the actor Jon Pert- 

wee, I am confronted instead by a six- 
foot-plus apparition in a fright wig and 
heavy white face make-up. Under that lot 
it could be anybody, but I am pretty sure 
it isn’t who (or should that be Who?) I 
want. We are on the verge of a Marx 
Brothers-like confusion [“Who are you?” 
“That's right.” “What?” “No, Who...” 
and so on] when commonsense jolts 
memory and recognition. Right room, 
right man, wrong réle — Marley’s Ghost 
from Scrooge rather~than the Third 
Doctor from Gallifrey..Ah,, the miracle 
of modern greasepaint — Pertwee is 
currently appearing in the adaptation of 
Dickens’ story in Birmingham. 
a 


Jon Pertwee’s professional life has 
been echoed in comics since the days 
when they were the funny papers (hence 
the name). Like many others, his per- 
forming career owes its beginnings to 
forces entertainment during the war, his 
prospects as a naval spy (his original 
profession) having nosedived when the 
junior James Bond fell for the age-old “I 
need a volunteer from the audience” ploy 
from the entertainer he was meant to be 
shadowing! 

Thereafter the actor played it mainly 
for laughs. In the days when radio ruled 
the airwaves, Pertwee’s billing grew 
even larger in a string of hit comedy 
series such as Waterlogged Spa, Up The 
Pole, Puffney Post Office and The Navy 


Lark, not to mention countless other 
also-starring réles. As a radio (and film) 
funster, it was only natural that his 
character parts would pretty soon start 
appearing in the comic built around such 
japery, Radio Fun. Unfortunately, 
although the characters were depicted, 
the man behind them wasn’t: “They 
made up the characters. I played Mr Burp 
and Mr Burp could look like you or look 


like whoever = it didn’t matter because it 


was on radio.” 


In the Fifties Pertwee’s repertoire 
expanded to include straight film and 
stage parts, in addition to his own radio 


show [Jon Pertwee Goes Round the Bend] 
with Dick Emery (and later Ronnie Cor- 
bett) as his stooge. He hosted a revue 
show on the new mass medium, televi- 
sion (the memory of which provokes 
waspish comments from its erstwhile 
presenter), but it wasn’t until 1970 that 
the mass audience was to catch him 
starring on TV in a dramatic réle. The 
Doctor was definitely in — “And then I got 
into lots of comics!” 

More pertinently, it was the first time 
Pertwee’s drawn likeness had appeared 
on the printed page, principally at the 
time in Countdown and in Radio Times. 
Thereafter, when he moved on to his 
next big hit series Worzel Gummidge, his 
likeness as the raggedy scarecrow was 
also enshrined in print and may be in 
plasticine if his plans for a Worzel anima- 
tion series come to fruition. 

Despite all this and a more than passing 
acquaintanceship with the world of anima- 
tion (he provides the voice for one of the 
main characters in Superted), Pertwee 
disclaims all knowledge on the subject of 
comics. “I’m not a buff really. I've got 
most of these comics stuck away in a 
library —- the Doctor Who Appreciation 
Society [of which he is the Honorary 
President] send me copies. I’ve built up a 
collection of hundreds of the bloody 
things, but I don’t study them or any- 
thing. What’s that you have got there?” 

“That” is my equivalent of the This Is 
Your Life big red book: a pile of artwork 
featuring the good Doctor and a certain 
scarecrow in comic strip form. For a long 
while the subject of this artistic tribute 
appraises the sheets without comment. 
The eventual verdicts are well- 
considered and show an informed taste. 
One strip that shall be nameless he 
lambasts mercilessly (“That is supposed 
to be Colin Baker [the Sixth Doctor] but 
look at it — that really is appallingly bad’) 
but for the rest any negative pronounce- 
ments are muted. Of the Countdown 
material, the Frank Langford-illustrated 
Backtime story gets a cursory “I’ve seen 
some of his work” and the Gerry Haylock 
pages a dismissive “I think very little of

that.” But his eyes light up at the 
Timebenders yarn from the same source 
[and reprinted in Doctor Who Classic 
Comics Issue 1] drawn by Harry Lind- 
field: “These are excellent, frightfully 
good.” 

The Radio Times drawings and covers 
(by the legendary adventure strip illustra- 
tor Frank Bellamy) provoke a range of 
reactions. “The original of that was very 
good — I remember that was on the cover 
of something. He got Katy [Manning] 
quite well.” He leafs through the pages 
[collected in book form in Timeview: The 
Complete Dr Who Illustrations of Frank 
Bellamy, from Who Dares Publishing], 
nodding at certain pictures, grimacing at 
others “This one sold very well as a 
poster — I think it was a poster, I’ve seen 
it reproduced many a time. That one’s 
very indifferent. Suddenly you get certain 
ones where they are marvellous, instan- 
taneously identifiable, and others you 
think ‘Who the hell is that?”

GUMMIDGE DAYS 


Throughout all this the actor studies the 
various likenesses with interest, but 
rarely relish. Only when he is presented 
with some Arthur Ranson drawn Worzel 
Gummidge pages from Look-In does he 
become truly enthusiastic: “Oh! That’s a 
very good one — he’s a damn fine artist. I 
liked all his work very much. It’s very 
good indeed and so much better than the 
others — it’s a good resemblance there. 
Bloody good, he is.” He keeps repeating 
“very good” to himself like a mantra at 
each new spread placed before him. “His 
was one of the only animations I could 
stand. He really took trouble, he made it 
look like me and it was splendid stuff. 
Very, very good.” Mr Ranson clearly has 
a fan. 


But even this keenness pales before 
one other, for long ago there is — or 
rather was — one comic above all others 
than the man who would be Worzel held 
dear. In the very closing moments of the 
interview memories of a pre-war boyhood 
passion surface: “The Wizard was my 
comic. I hero-worshipped a lovely fellow 
whose name was Captain Q and he used 
to have a platform with a helicopter rotor 
blade at the top and a grappling winch 
underneath it. He flew everywhere in this 
thing. What it was powered by, nobody 
knew — it was some extraordinary chemi- 
cal engine. He used to dress in a rubbe- 
rized suit like a diver and do deeds of 
derring-do, grabbing villains’ cars with his 
grappling hook and lifting them up in the 
air. I loved him. And there was another 
man. . .” Gone is the reluctance to com- 
ment on matters comicky, words come 
pouring out: “... Ooh, what was his 
name? He used to burrow through the 
Earth with a machine..which had a big 
corkscrew on.thé front. It used»to take 
him down-through the Earth,’a sort of 
human mole. . .” 

Click! The tape runs out.and the ghost 
of Joseph Marley turns a wry smile at the 
thought of the ghost of Captain Q and the 


human mole.

As TV Comic became a “mighty” publication, the Doctor, Who 
strip continued its downward slide. Jotin Ainsworth explores 
Polystyle’s final association with the Doctor's comie:strip 

exploits... 


Polystyle had made a brave effort 
to relaunch TV Comic. This_ was 
evidently the result of acost*cutting 
exercise; the now renamed Mighty TV 
Comic was a folded tabloid newspaper- 
Style comic. There were no staples and the 
Paper was of a very low grade. The various 
strips Were now printed A3 size; the result 
being that rather than twenty A4 size 
pages, readers now had sixteen A3 size 
pages: Bigger actually meant less! 
Most of the attractions in this “new” 
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I: was 1976, and TV Comic’s publishers 


comic were either syndicated strips or 
reprints. Remarkably Doctor Who seemed 
to have'survived the transition relatively 
unscathed..The only major change was 
that Doctor Who was now on only one page 
rather than two resulting in stories that had 
become» rather more simplistic and 
painfully slow imthe telling. 


FREE GIFT 

Mighty TV Comic’s first issue included the 
traditional free gift. In this instance it was a 
Mighty Midget — Doctor Who Comic. The 


cover was a painting by John Canning, 
featuring the Doctor gazing down in horror 
at three Daleks. However, readers may 
have been a little disappointed to discover 
that the strip stories in the comic had both 
been printed in the 1974 Doctor Who 
Holiday Speical. The first was Doomcloud 
and the second a black and white reprint of 
some of the early TV Century 21 Dalek 
strips. Originally Doomcloud had featured 
the Third Doctor, the Brigadier and UNIT. 
For this Mighty Midget version, John 
Canning drew a likeness of Tom Baker’s 
face over the top of Jon Pertwee’s. This 
“adaptation” was unfortunately to be a sign 
of the future depths to which the regular 
strip had yet to plummet. Similarly, the 
Brigadier’s moustache was removed and 
glasses added, transforming him into 
General Maxwell-Lennon. Sarah became 
Joan Brown but since the original likeness 
of Elisabeth Sladen was so unlike her, 
there was no need to alterit. Ironically, the 
Doctor still refers to his companion as 
Sarah in one panel - something the editors 
overlooked by mistake! Despite the fact 
that Sarah was still being featured in the 
regular weekly strip, Polystyle were 
evidently unwilling to negotiate for the 
rights to use the character in a one-off 
publication. It had already been publicly 
announced that Sarah was to part company 
with the Doctor on television, so some 
readers may well have thought that Joan 


Brown was to be the new companion! Of 
course, as it transpired, this was not the 
case and Doomcloud (Mark Il) was to be 
Joan's one and only appearance. 

Tt was at about this point that the 1977 
TV Comic Annual was published. The sole 
Doctor Who content was a five page, full 
colour strip called The Tansbury 
Experiment. \n the story, the Doctor and 
Sarah do battle with a rampaging,. giant 
lizard — giant animals of various kind§ 
seemed to be a recurring theme in. 7V 
Comic's Doctor Who adventures. 

For the first two regular stories in the 
néw Mighty TV ‘Comic, Sarah was 
mysteriously absent from the strip. Then, 
just as Leela was introduced asthe 
companion on,television, Sarah’ returned 
for one last adventure, Dredger, written by 


Geoff Cowan (but this title was not given 
on the strip) which concluded in Issue 
1311. This adventure also saw the 
introduction of the wooden, Jules Verne- 
style TARDIS control room which had 
been used on the television series since 
The Masque of Mandragora. 

Following Sarah’s departure, the next 
two stories were given titles - The False 
Planet and The Fire Feeders. The next 
adventure was once again minus a title but 
returned the strip to its orignal two page 
format. As in the past, the two pages were 
Ad size and so were printed side by side on 
a single A3 page. This necessitated the 
whole comic to be turned on it’s side to 
read Doctor Who. With Issue 1334 titles 
were once again given for each adventure 
though they weren't necessarily credited 
on every individual episode. 

Breaking with recent tradition, the 1977 
Mighty TV Comic Holiday Special, 
published around this time, featured a 
three page comic strip, The Sky Warrior 
written by Geoff Cowan and drawn by John 
Canning, rather than a text, Doctor Who 
adventure, 


NEW COMPANION 

The first of the regularly titled stories in 
Mighty TV Comic was The Orb and 
introduced Leela into the strip, although 
previously, in Issue 1329, a giant colour 
poster of Louise Jameson as Leela from 
The Face of Evil had been printed. As with 
Sarah, Canning’s likeness of Leela was at 
best stylised. Leela’s character though 
was faithfully incorporated into the stories, 
her dialogue being very much in keeping 
with the television character. Canning’s 
depiction of Leela in her skimpy animal skin 
may have been deemed a bit to risqué and 
so Leela was sporting jeans and a jumper 
after only two stories! 

November 1977 saw Polystyle publish 
the last of it's one-off Doctor Who 
publications. The 1977 Doctor Who Winter 
Special was a_ pale imitation of its 
predecessors. The four strips were all 
reprints of Gerry Haylock drawn stories 
from TV Action — The Labryrinth, The 
Threat from Beneath retitled Invasion, The 
Spoilers and Who is the Stranger: As with 
the Mighty Midget — Doctor Who Comic, 
John Canning had drawn Tom Baker's face 
and clothes over Jon Pertwee’s head and 
body. The only new story in the publication 
was a text adventure entitled, The Living 
Wax. The story was illustrated by several 
photographs from the television adven- 
tures, The Talons of Weng-Chiang and The 
Masque of Mandragora. The story was set 
in Victorian London, pitting the Doctor 
against the alien Linktons. It would seem 
that the nature of the story was entirely 
dictated by the photographs available to 
illustrate it. 

The 1978 Mighty TV Comic Annual, 
also published around this, time-featured 
two Doctor. Who adventures. The first, 
Jackals from Space was a colour John 
Canning strip. The Doctor’s companion in 
the story appears to be Sarah, though she 
is never named. The second adventure 
was a text story with illustrations by 
Canning. Master.of the Blackhole tells of 
the TARDIS falling into a black hole and the 
Doctor’s encounter with a monster. 
However, at the end of the adventure, it is 
revealed that whole escapade has been the 
Doctor’s nightmare induced by eating 


cheese! By this time, Mighty TV Comic 
had decided that it was no longer “Mighty” 
and the title reverted to just TV Comic, 
though for the time being the A3 format 
remained the same. 

Leela’s last story was Geoff Cowan’s 
The Aqua-City and so from Issue 1361 the 
Doctor was companion-less and was to be 
so for the remaining five original Doctor 
Who adventures in TV Comic. The first of 
these was The Snow Devils which had the 
familiar setting of Tibetan monks being 
terrorised by creatures in the Himilayas. 
However, no link to the Patrick Troughton 
television adventure The Abominable 
Snoman was made. In fact, surprisingly, 
no references to Yeti myths were made at 
all: Guardian of the Tomb began its first 
episode in Issue 1373 and it was during this 
story that TV Comic reverted to its original 
A4, more traditional format. Guardian of 
the Tomb is also notable in that it actually 
has two titles) the final. instalment of the 
acvennite inIssue1379is titled The Living 

ist. 

The final new story, The Image Makers 
concluded in Issue 1385. However, from 
Issue 1386, Doctor Who continued but in 
the form of reprints. The first of these 
reprints was an untitled Canning-drawn 
strip that had originally appeared in Issues 
899 through to 902 of TV Comic, This 
adventure had pitted the Second Doctor 
against. his regular adversaries, the 
Quarks. For this re-presentation, as with 
the previous one-off publications, Canning 
drew Tom Baker’s Doctor over Patrick 
Troughton’s. One might wonder whether 
Polystyle renegotiated with the BBC for 
permission to use the Quarks again. 

Following on from this adventure were 
re-presentations of several Third Doctor 
stories. These strips were also converted 
into Fourth Doctor adventures. by 
Canning. They were, The Amateur, The 
Magician!, The Wanderers, The Metal 
Eaters! Moon Exploration which was 
originally entitled, Lords of the Ether! and 
Size Control. The 1978 TV Comic Holiday 
Special also featured a reprint, this one 
being The Unheard Voice, the last Pertwee 
Strip fron» TV Action. As well as being an 
economical use of old material, the policy 
to reprint old strips. no doubt left John 
Canning free to work on TV Comic’s new 
Charlie's Angels strip. 

Although The Jmage Makers had been 
the last original Doctor Who material in TV 
Comic, Polystyle’s final “new” Doctor Who 
adventures appeared in the 1979 TV 
Comic Annual. As with the previous year, 


the annual presented both a strip anda text 
story. In the strip story, The Sea Devil, the 
Doctor is accompanied by a companion 
knownas Miss Young. However, it is quite 
clear that Miss Young was originally to 
have been Leela. This becomes all too 
obvious when she defends the Doctor from. 
attack by using a knife and cries out, 
“Back, sea devil!” The Sea Devil marked 
writer Geoff Cowan's final entry into the 
Doctor Who strip canon, although he did 
write one further four-page story entitled 
Deadline to Disaster. Perhaps this had been 
intended to follow The Image Makers or 
was to have featured ina future special, but 
it was never used. In the annual’s text 
story, the Doctor.is accompanied by 
Milena who is taken over by heat seeking 
aliens, the Zicons. 


With Issue 1430 of TV Comic, cover 
dated 12th May, 1979, Doctor Who's 
association with Polystyle came to an end, 
although TV Comic continued..to be 
published until June 1984, when its thirty- 
tes year run came to a close with Issue 

Doctor Who however, had only to wait 
five months until another company 
acquired the strip rights from the BBC, On 
the 17th October 1979, Issue 1 of Marvel 
UK’s new Doctor Who Weekly was 
published. After sixteen years, Doctor Who 
finally had its own regular publication.
